Charles Drax, of the ifland of Jamaica, died in. England in or 'ab-ut the year 1724 
IN making his will, by which he leaves part of his eſtate i in the pariſh of St. Ann, in the 
iſland of Jamaica, as an endowment of a charity ſchool, © (See will in the ſchedule A.) 


The. teſtator, Drax, as bequeathing ſeveral pecuniary and other legacies, deviſes the 
9 of his eſtate to his brother-in-law .Samuel Reynolds The eſtate ſo deviſed is 
called Draxchall, in the iſland of Jamaica ; z It is very conſiderable, and which, by a va- 
riety of wills and conveyances, at length became legaliy veited, in the year 1762, in 
Samuel Barnett, who was at that time (to wit, in 1762,) in England; but, being a weak 
and indolent man, and ſomewhat embartaſſe d. he entered into a written agreement with 
Wiiliam Beckford, a man of great fortune, to ſell the ſaid eſtate, called Drax-Hall, for a 
conſideration, which, if paid, was manifeſtly not one third of the real value, the ſaid eſ- 
tate being a capital ſugar plantation, and is reputed to be worth C. 80,000 ſterling, and the 
conſideration agreed to be paid by Beckford, was under g.

Beckford, between the time of the fi:ſt agreement and the deed of confirmation, takes 
notice of the claim which the pariſh of St. Ann had on the ſaid eſtate, under the will of 
Drax, and accordingly an additional agreement takes place between Barnett and Beckford, 
by which the latter was to reſerve the ſum of C. 3150 ſterling out of the purchaſe money 
firſt agreed upon to anſwer ſuch claim: This additional agreement was reduced to writ- 
ing in a memorandum, which is recited in a deed of confirmation as follows:

Barnett, as is before 
obſerved, was a very indolent. and weak man, he was arreſted and thrown into gaol, 
and, in fine, compelled tothe mortifying and xuinous alternative of ſelling this valuable eſ- 
tate called Drax-hall upon any terms that were impoſed on him, in order to obtain his 


ſupineneſ>, and being awed-withal by the power of -his adverſary, has ſuff-red this bill, 
which his been filed ſixteen or ſeventeen years in Jamaica, to remain without ever pro- 
ceeding on it, although there is not a ſhadow of doubt but that he would ſucceed in ſetting 


The ſaid eſtate-called Drax-hall contains about four thouſand acres bf land, which has 
been patented in different parcels, in different names, and at different'times, and the ſe- 


a perſon of that name; but, being eomprehended in the four thouſand acres, called toge- 
ther Drax-hall eftate, the name of Shelton has become almoſt obſolete ; yet there are ſe- 
veral of the olds inhabitants of the neighbourhood who remember a, part of Drax hall eſtate 
to be called Shelton, and can now point out ſuch part, but it cannot be preciſely aſcer- 
tained for want of a knowledge of the boundaries. At the early period (ſeventy yearsago) 
when a patent of this land was granted by the Crown to Shelton, the ſurv: yors in Jamaica 
were ſo extremely ignorant that thoſe of latter times have had much trouble and difhculty 
in fixing of plats ſo as to aſcertain properties in that iſland, which will in ſome meaſure 
account for the impraQticabikty.of fixing any-neighbouring plat ſo as to form a boundary 
of the ſaid land called Shelton; under which unfavourable circumſtances it has been ge ne- 
rally imagined that a ſuit brought under the-will of Drax, againſt the poſſeſſor, would be 
nugatory, as no writ cf view, or writ of poſſeſſion, could be properly executed; this, hows 
ever, is but a curſory opinion ſubject to yours. f

Who is authorized to ſtand forth and aſſert the claim of the pariſh under the will of 
n ? The executors of Drax have been all long fince dead; but by the will a power is 
veſted in the majority of the juſtices, which was to take place after the death of the exe. 
-. cutors. It may be contended by young Beckford, who will no doubt avail himſelf of every 
pretext, that the power devolved to the majority of the juſtices that were in being at the 
death of the executors but ſurely neither law nor equity would admit of ſuch a limited 
conſtruction of the teſtator . 


2. Can thi juſtices, or the majotity of them, or any of them, qualify under the will of 
' Prax, for carrying into execution ſuch part of it as relates to the charity? If yea, would 
not a ſuit. inſtireted under ſuch qualification, 77885 or be ſubject to uncommon delay, 
by the death of any of ſuch qualified magiſtrates ? or, could the ſurviving or ſucceſſive ma- 
 giitrates- maintain and oy on ſuch ſuit ?

Excellency to favour them with your protection; alſo to uſe all your influence for the 
ſucceſs of their miſſion, which is mentioned in the decree incloſed iu this letter:

my recommendation, either in regard to the ſubject which leads theſe gentlemen to your 
iſland, or for the particular favour of your Excellency towards them:

« The.committee, after having read the ſeveral papers above ſtated, 'proceeded to the 
examination of Monſ. Raboteau, one of the commiſſioners in the ſaid papers mentioned, 
and the only one who is yet arrived in this iſland ; and enquiring of him, in the firſt place, 
as to the preſent actual fituation of St. Domingo, in regard to the revolt of their ſlaves, 
were informed by the ſaid Monf. Raboteau, that, expecting to be interrogated on that 
head, be had ſtated in writing ſuch particulars as he conceived the eommittee wiſhed to 
be informed of; and thereupon delivered in a paper, of which the following is an exact 


tranſlation: 2 


« Ox the 16th of October laſt, when I left the Cape, 182 ſugar plantations, and yo 
coffee, cotton, and indigo ſettlements, had been plundered and deſtroyed, and the build- 
ings thereof burnt down ; 100,000 flaves, as far as can be computed, were in rebellion, 
and the men of colour in a ſtate of inſurrection in every part of the colony, except round 
the Cape; and about 1200 families had been reduced to ſuch a dreadful ſtate of miſery, 
that they were forced to receive their clothing and ſubſiſtence either from public or pri- 
vate charity. 


« The loſs of this year's crop was eſtimated at 66,000,000 of St. Domingo livres, which 
are nearly equal to G. 2,650,0: 0 of ,the currency of this iſland. The value of the capital 
could not then be aſcertained, but it muſt amount to an immenſe ſum, conſidering the 
wig of itock, ares and buildings. 


« Since I left the town of the Cape, the rebellion has extended itſelf to the eaſtern 
parts' of the Plain, and 246 coffee ſettlements and a few ſugar plantations have been de- 
ſiroyed z this will add about H. 300,000 of Jamaica currency, to the loſs of this year's crop. 


« The laſt accounts I received from St. Domingo inform me, that detachments of re- 


gulars and militia have ſucceeded in ſurpriſing and diſperſing ſeveral negro encampments; 
in 
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in conſequence of which, a few gangs of flaves have returned to their maſters eſtates ; 
but theſe advantages have occaſioned extreme fatigue to our troops, though they have not 
been able to reduce even the ſixth part of the rebels, 


. The quarters of Dondon and 8 Riviere are occupied by ſuch a number of rebels, 
that, without a larger body of troops than we are poſſeſſed of, we cannot attempt to at- 
tack them with any hope of ſucceſs. = | 


« We are reduced to remain ſhut up as it were within the town of the Cape; and it is 
with difficulty that we can ſupply with men the line of poſts eſſential to prevent the rebel; 
from attacking the weſtern and ſouthern parts of the iſland. Notwithſtanding the activity 
of our troops, 150 of the rebels found means to paſs thoſe poſts, in order to ſpread their 
ravages in the mountains of L'Artibonite, called Les Cahos, the inhabitants whereof have 
united their forces to repulſe and ſtop them; but after killing a few, the reſt eſcaped into 
the woods, and there is reaſon to KIN the rebellion may ſoon extend itſelf to that 
part of the iſland, which would in a few days become a prey to a * conflagration, 


cc At this juncture, we received a copy of the 3 of the National Aſſembly of the 
24th of September laſt, whereby our rights are acknowledged; but we fear too late. We 
have only a copy of the decree, it has not been received oſhcially, no troops are yet ar- 
rived to enforce the execution of it; and, that decree may, in our critical circumfiances, 
add to our calamities; inaſmuch as the free people of colour, knowing the enormity of 
their crimes, declare that they will ſooner periſh than ſubmit to this laſt decree. They 
are again forming a camp in the pariſh of La Croix des Bouquets, near Port-au-Prince, and 
every hour I dread to hear of their having commenced hoſtilities againſt the white inha- 
bitants; and if they do ſo, our ruin is inevitable. 


« If this ſhould unfortunately be the caſe, your iſland, gentlemen, would of courſe be 
expoſed to ſimilar deſtruction, as the ſucceſs of our ſlaves would induce your own to re- 


bel n you. 


* 


T7 Negroes have not ſufficient reſolution to encounter the whites in the field of battle; 
but no men bear with greater fortitude, hunger, pain, and fatigue, when once their ima- 
gination is heated and their reſolution ſettled. We have amongſt us men, .who, pre- 
tending to be philanthrophiſts, have preached freedom even to our ſlaves: Theſe men are 
connected with men of weight and fortune in Old France, by whom they are greatly en- 
couraged, and who alſo are connected with the philanthrophiſts in Great-Britain, from 
whoſe conduct, indeed, the firſt example was taken; and I moſt fincerely pray, that this 
iſland may not be expoſed to the ſame evils as have reſulted amongſt us, from ſuch an er- 
roneous miſinterpretation and miſapplication of philoſophical principles, 


« The means left us for our defence are but fow and feeble; and it is indeed ſurpriſ- 
ing that we have been able to reſiſt our enemies for ſo long a time, We owe much to 
the power of opinion, and to the ſuperiority the negroes have been accuſtomed to yield to 
the whites. The forces we have to defend every part of the colony, conſiſt of about i co 
men of the regiment of Artios and Normandy, 700 of the regiment of the Cape (includ- 
ing the ſick, who are in great number), 1200 ſtipendiary troops, paid by ourſelves, and 
6 or 5000 militia, which have been without the leaſt diſcipline or order ever ſince our fa- 
tal political diviſions. Our maritime force conſiſts of one ſhip of 74 guns, two frigates, 
and two ſloops of war. | |

Raboteau, may be guarded againſt by a proviſo, that the certificates ſhall not be iſſued 
until the. truſtees are ſatisfied of the-validity of the ſecurity propoſed by the General Aſ- 
ſembly of St. Domingo.

As to the revolted negross which you have brought hi- 
ther, the Colonial Aſſembly aſſure you, and certify, that they have in no reſpect co- ope- 
rated in that tranſaction; nor have any public body, or any one inveſted with public au- 
:thority, been concerned in it: It was done by vagabonds who wiſhed to rid themſclyes.of 
the inſtruments which they employed to create confuſion and inſpire terror: And it is 
; probable, that the perſon charged with the exportation of thoſe armed negroes, was guilty 
of perfidy, at leaſt of negligence, in the execution of his orders; as it was underitogd, 
that Mofqueto-Bay was the place where theſe malefactors were to have been, landed and 


abandoned to their unhappy deſtiny.” | 


« Meſtcurs Affleck and Lee replied by their interpreter. Their diſcourſe ſhewed in 
lively colours the emotions. which were, inſpired by the ſufferings of St; Domingo, They 
added, that they.were charged by Admiral Affleck and his Honour the Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor of Jamaica, to aſſure them how much they lamented the misfortunes that deſolated 
this miferable country, avd that their apprehenſions on our account could only be diſſi- 
pated by the arrival of thoſe ſuccours which we expected from the French nation. | 


« Theſe new marks of the ſenſibility of the commanders of- the Engliſh colony of Ja- 
maica, exceed the higheft applauſes. Every citizen is anxious to give the Englith nation,

things were found in ſuch extremely bad condition, that it was the operation of five 
- months, from September to January 1791, before the artillery could be pronounced .to

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be in a ſerviceable ſtate: The Giuetion of the elaboratory at Fort-Auguſta, and the dif. 


perſed ſtate of the ſtores at Spaniſh- Town, Up-Park, &c. induced a neceſſity of much at- 
tendance of ſome officer: Colonel Martin gave every ſuperintendance, and beſtowed all 
the attention, bis rank could poſſibly admit; but it is, perhaps, almoſt needleſs to mention, 
that ſuch an extenſive field required, in the detail, the labour and exertion of ſome inferior 
officer: This taſk fell to my lot, and I performed it with all the zeal and ability I was 
maſter of, without ſoliciting any appointment, as has ever been uſual on ſimilar occa- 
ſions. The only expence incurred on this head was C. 3 currency for kittereen hire. 


* This circumſtance was mentioned by a friend to Lord Effingham. His Excellency 
admitted the propriety of ſome conſideration for the extra duty performed by me, and 
was pleaſed toſay, that he would ſubmit it to the Honourable the Commiſſioners of forts 
and fortifications. Illneſs and various circumſtances prevented this from taking place. 

I deemed it but juſtice to myſelf and every officer, who may in future be placed in 2 
ſimilar predicament, to take the liberty of ſtating the caſe to your Honour, in the confi- 
dence that your Honour 1s of the opinion, that thoſe who voluntarily exert themſelves, 
without making pecuniary objects the ſpring of their actions, are not the els entitled to 
be conſidered for their ſervices.
